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l. Party Strength: Source claims that there are approximately 85,000 Europeans 
and 200,000 Noslems and Jews in the Communist Party of French Morceco. When 
it was then suggested that these figures seem exaggorated, the source pointed 
out thet the numerical strength of the Party is not evident because none 
European Communists are largely without the right to vote and, at any rate, 
instructed not to disclose their party membershipe By remaining under cover, 
they avoid repressive measures which might be undertaken by virtue of a 
decree which forbids Moroccans to join political parties of any kind. Only 
im a orisis would the exact strength of the Party be revealed to impress or 
sntimidate the rest of the populace. 


Lo Finances: A ten percent levy on the wages of members supplies the Moroccan | 
Comunist Party with most of its funds. The source implied that this partly | 
explains its relentless campaign for higher wagese Additional funds are - He | 
raised by drives, carnivals and the like. Sums of money are also received | 
from Soviet sources and from a large reserve in Frenee which was established 
trom assets confiscated by communist resistance proups at the time of the i 
liberation. 


Se The Party Line Directed at Moslems: In contrast “o the neutrality of Party | 
papers in which the war in Palestine is no more than deplored md laid to ' 
destern imperialism, the word=of=mouth propaganda spread among Moslems takes i 
on a decided pro-Arab slant. It is made clear that Soviet recognition of : 
israel is not irrevocable. It was done to foil imperialist ambitions in 
the Near East and to strengthen tha Party in Pales‘sine, American recognition 
of Israel is decried as a manifestation of lear Rastern policy dictated by 
the Jewish capitalists who control the American oii concessions. 


de Party Leadership: The Moroccan Communist Party is controlled by Europeans o 
Inpressivé titles which mean very little have been given to Moslems to 
foster netive membership.
